Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2-)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or

A  By-law  to  provide  for  the  Deepening  of 
the  Otter  Creek  Drainage  System  in 
the  Municipality  of  Spallumcheen, 
AND  FOR  BORROWING  ON  THE  CREDIT  OF 

the  Municipality  the  Sum  of  Three 
thousand  Dollars  for  completing  such 
Work. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  deepen 
the  Otter  Creek  Drainage  System  in  the 
Municipality  of  Spallumcheen,  and  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  the  said  municipality  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  complet¬ 
ing  such  work:  .  . 

And  whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  112  (4)  of  the  “Municipal  Act,”

R.S.B.C.  1936,  chapter  199,  the  Municipal 
Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of

“  Report  on  Proposed  Completion  of  Drain¬ 
age  Scheme  through  Otter  Lake 
Valley,  South  of  Armstrong,  within 
the  Spallumcheen  Municipality. 

“  General. 

“  A  portion  of  this  scheme,  from  Armstrong 
to  approximately  the  north  end  of  Otter  Lake, 
was  carried  out  during  1945,  and  within  the 
limitations  of  any  part  scheme  has  given  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  effectiveness  of  the 
scheme  as  a  whole,  however,  depends  largely 
on  the  lowering  of  Otter  Lake,  which  in  turn 
involves  the  deepening  of  the  creek  channel 
from  the  lake  outlet  to  a  point  5,880  feet  south 
of  the  O’Keefe  Road  Bridge.  Widening  and 
clearing  of  this  section  of  the  channel  was 
carried  out  by  relief-work  during  1938,  but 
owing  to  lack  of  maintenance  its  capacity 
has  since  become  considerably  reduced.

“  The  valley-floor  between  Otter  Lake  and 
O’Keefe  Bridge  is  extremely  flat,  and  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  obtain  a  better  creek-floor  grade 
than  1  in  6,000.  On  this  grade  a  channel 
width  of  25  feet  would  be  desirable  to  handle 
the  maximum  flood  run-off.  As  this  would  in¬ 
volve  an  excavation  cost  which  could  hardly 
be  justified  under  existing  conditions,  the  ex¬ 
cavation  of  a  trench  in  the  creek-bed  which 
would  lower  the  water-level  of  Otter  Lake  at 
least  2  feet  is  indicated.

“  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  excavate  a 
trench  approximately  3  feet  deep  and  not  less 
than  6  feet  wide  between  the  south  end  of 
Otter  Lake  and  the  O’Keefe  Bridge,  a  distance 
of  16,000  feet,  continuing  this  trench  into  the 
bed  of  the  lake  as  far  as  necessary.  South 
of  the  O’Keefe  Bridge  the  depth  of  excavation 
drops  rapidly  and  tails  out  entirely  at  a  point 
5,880  feet  down-stream.  The  width  of  the 
trench  should  be  increased  to  10  feet  over  this 
length  and  local  bends  in  the  channel  straight¬ 
ened  out.  Brush  and  other  channel  obstruc¬ 
tions  will  be  removed  where  these  are  within 
reach  of  the  excavator,  which  will  operate 
from  one  bank  only.

“  I  would  estimate  the  cost  of  this  work  as 
outlined  at  $3,000;  provided  always  that  the 
work  is  carried  out  during  dry  conditions  suit¬ 
able  for  the  operation  of  mechanical  equipment. 

“(Note. — On  completion  of  the  above  and 
after  the  lowering  of  the  Otter  Lake  level, 
work  remaining  to  be  done  in  the  lake-bed  at 
the  north  end  and  through  the  reedy  swamp 
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adjacent,  which  could  not  be  done  earlier,  due 
to  local  conditions,  could  now  be  advanta¬ 
geously  completed.
